R ecent market trendB 
seem to confirm that 
the cattle markets have 
passed the bottom of their 
earlier losses 
at some mar¬ 
kets. Carcass 
prices are 
roughly a 
nickel higher 
than their low- 
RiciiAKDsoN est levels. 
And the cattle futures 
markets have reversed 
their earlier strong bearish' 
trend.. 

Nevertheless, there 
are still some lingering 
problems In the mar¬ 
kets that likely will 
persist on into next 
year. Fed prices may 
break above the $95 
level after Thanks¬ 
giving as retailers turn'

Extension Economist 
John Ikerd, Oklahoma 
State University, says it 
may be well into 1982 
before fed steer prices 
return to the $70 level. 
Ikerd maintains, however, 
that there are still “realis¬ 
tic prospects for profitable 
prices in both feeder and 
fed cattle markets next 
year.” He notes that there 
were 9% fewer cattle iniota 
in the seven major feeding 
Btates on Nov. 1 than on 
the earns date a year 
earlier.

Range improvement 
funds will be spent on the 
ground, according to Del 
Vail, deputy director of 
Land and Resources, 
Bureau of Land Manage¬ 
ment.

Vail noted the bureau’s 
budget is "really in limbo 
right now. We aren't sure 
what the impact of a bud¬ 
get cut would be.” Vail ad¬ 
ded the bureau will operate 
under a 12% reduction 
even though the actual 
budget may not be known 
until mid-fiscal year. 

Dr. Raymond Miller, 
Dean of the University of 
Idaho's College of Agricul¬ 
ture, moderated a panel 
discussion on -“Producing 
to Meet Specific Consumer 
Demands.” Panelist Gary 
Templin, executive chef for 
the North Shore Resort 
Hotel and Convention 
Center, Coeur d'Alene, 
said, “In this business it's 


made in the nickles and 
dimes.” Excess fat, bone 
and gristle are undesireable 
in the restaurant trade 
because many have no way 
to utilize those products in 
their menu selection. 

“We don’t cut our own 
meat anymore,” said 
Templin explaining that 
many of his employees are 
young and lack meat cut¬ 
ting experience. “All of our 
beef comes pre-portioned, 
pre-cut and packaged.” 

Templin, who also raises 
cattle, feels the industry 
should monitor its stock 
closely and cull poor pro¬ 
ducers at an early age. He 
also feels cattlemen have 
not promoted their product 
to the extent needed in to¬ 


day's market. “If it weren’t 
for the CowBelles, Ameri¬ 
can cattlemen would be so 
far down the drain that 
we’d never climb out of the 
hole.." ‘ 

Ed' Price, agricultural 
relations representative for 
Safeway Stores, Inc., Den¬ 
ver, noted consumer habits 
are changing rapidly. 
“Competition from substi¬ 
tute products is increas¬ 
ing...trade-offs and substi¬ 
tutions are occuring...peo¬ 
ple are speuding less time 
shopping. The consumer of 
today wants products that 
are easy and foBt .to pre¬ 
pare."

Near-term cash cattle 
price outlook up soon 


The near-term outlook 
for fed cattle prices is 
friendly, Bill Nicholson, 
president of MBPXL 
Corp., said recently. 

The outlook for cash cat¬ 
tle prices next year also is 
Improved because of the re¬ 
duced number of cattle on 
feed, Nicholson told the 
Oklahoma Cattlemen's 
Assn., arid CNS. 

Cash cattle price 1m* 
proyejmpnt will depend on 
how mild the winter U. 
Nicholson did not offer any 
price projections, however. 

He; told the group the 


beef industry needs to 
change from traditional 
ways to retain its market 
share. Cattlemen need to 
reduce production costs 
and Increase efficiency, 
which the pork and poultry 
industries already have 
dons. 

The proposed beef grad¬ 
ing standards change, 
which will occur in the near 
future, will aid cattlemen in 
producing a leaner grade, 
he said. Present grading 
standards have forced cat¬ 
tle feeders, to feed cattle 
longer than it Is profitable,'

R ecent market trends 
seem to confirm that 
the cattle markets have 
passed the bottom of their 
earlier losses 
at some mar¬ 
kets. Carcass 
prices are 
roughly a 
nickel higher 
than their low- 
KtdURDSiOiV est levels.

giving as retailers turn 
back to beef for adver¬ 
tised sales. 

Extension Economist 
John Ikerd, Oklahoma 
• State University, says it 
may be well into 1982 
before fed steer prices 
return to the $70 level. 
Ikerd maintains, however, 
that there are still "realis¬ 
tic prospects for profitable 
prices in Both feeder and 
fed cattle markets next 
year." He notes that there 
were 9% fewer cattle in lots 
in the seven major feeding 
states on Nov. 1 than on 
the same date a year 
earlier. 

Ikei^wurns that tho , 
' /tiothbei <jf heavy cattle 
reported on feed Oct. 1 
indicates that feeders 
needed to move more 
cattle to get back to a 
current situation. 
"This could mean that 
heavy cattle will con¬ 
tinue to be a problem/” 

Non fed cattle slaughter 
apparently was quite high 
in October.

Bill Sarpalius addresses

Agricultural leaders of 
this nation still have the 
awesome responsibility

not to confuse consump¬ 
tion with demand. "The 
variable is price; we con¬ 
sume it all, but the ques¬ 
tion is, for how much." 

Helming raised some 
other interesting market¬ 
place issues in a recent 
speech to the Oregon Cat¬ 
tlemens Assn. His figures 
indicate that by 1980 at 
least 70% of the beef con¬ 
sumed in the U.S. will be 
ground. Following this 
trend the new grading sys¬ 
tem looks good for about 
80% of the consumers. The 
important question, how¬ 
ever, is what is being done 
for the other 20 % who can 
afford, and want, high qual¬ 
ity beef. 

Helming pointed out that 
the loin is 17% of the total 
carcass, but for evfery $1 
spent by consumers on 
beef, 304 is spent on beef 
loin cuts. This market seg¬ 
ment, including quality res¬ 
taurants, feels abandoned 
by the beef market accord¬ 
ing to Helming, Robert 
Bradford, National Restau¬ 
rant Assn, president and 
other industry spokesmen. 

Helming further warns 
that the difference in the 
present cattle cycle iB that 
demand for beef had 
changed. 

"In the 1970s the cow to 
people ratio ran about 24 to 
100,” says Helming, who 
calls this ratio a key factor 
• to watch in market analy¬ 
sis. He now feels, for the 
80 b, th* industry needs to 
adjust to a ratio of 20 or 
less to 100 .

New Zealand’s board official 
calls export prospects gloomy 


New Zealand’s top meat 
marketing official said re¬ 
cently prospects for 1981- 
82 beef, lamb and mutton 
exports are "gloomy." 

Graeme Harrison, an as¬ 
sistant general manager of 
the New Zealand Meat 
Board, said the price of 
manufacturing beef 
shipped to tho U.S. has 
dropped to $1.04 per lb. 
This has forced tho New 
Zealand government to 
.make the largest sup¬ 
plementary payments ever 
to farmers—14.44 per lb., 
reports Unicom News. 

In addition, Harrison 
Baid New Zealand lamb ex¬ 


ports were in trouble. No 
contracts have been signed 
with Iran and Iraq, which 
took 25% of New Zealand 
lamb produced in 1980-81. 

Prices in New Zealand’s 
other major lamb market, 
the U.K., have been inex¬ 
plicably low recently while 
other meat pricos have ris¬ 
en, he said. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet 
Union and Iran have not 
been buying mutton this 
season, forcing the New 
Zealand Meat Board to in¬ 
tervene in the domestic 
market to support mutton 
prices. 


Concerned over growing 
complaints about Austral¬ 
ian beef quality, Japan's 
Livestock Industry Promo¬ 
tion Corp. (LIPC) will 
strengthen inspection pro¬ 
cedures to prevent bad 
meat from reselling the do¬ 
mestic market, and LIPC 
official said recently. 

"There is nothing else 
but to do more sampling of 
Australian beef to cope 
with the problem, and ship 
back bad meat," the official 
said in an interview with 
Unicom News, 

"Two cases of green beef 
(spoiled bQBf) were recently 
detected, and we have nu¬ 
merous complaints about 
cuts not meeting LIPC 
specifications" and con¬ 
taining more fat than de¬ 
fined, the official said. 

He added that the LIPC 
could not say at what point 
the meat became spoiled. 
"We don’t know whether it 
happened hefore arriving In 
Japan or at domestic ware¬ 
houses, though it is highly 
unlikely it occurred in the 
refrigeration process," the 
official said. 

The LIPC believes tho 
problem rests largely with 
Australian packers, with a 
decline in slaugherings 
leading to inferior quality 
control, LIPC sources said. 


Japanese end users have 
placed claims with trading 
houses concerning the 
chuck roll cuts shipped by 
Darling Downs Co-Op Ba¬ 
con Assn. Ltd., Morex 
Meat Co. Pty. Ltd., An¬ 
drews Ampco Meat Ltd. 
and Siegel F. and S. Pty. 
Ltd., the sources said. 

The problem already has 
had a major impact on Ja¬ 
panese demand for im¬ 
ported beef. At the LIPC's 
recent tenders for domestic 
buyers, the agency sold 
less than 70% the amount 
it offered. 

The LIPC official said 
the agency was worried the 
problem could spur buyer 
reluctance to use Austral¬ 
ian meat, forcing the 
agency to stockpile more 
unwanted meat. 

The LIPC is estimated 
by industry sources to 
hove as much os 45,000 
tons of unsold imported 
beef. 

Asked if the meat quality 
problem would influence 
the import quota for tho 
latter half of FY 1981, 
which ends March 81, 
1982, the official said the 
quantity would be fixed ac¬ 
cording to the domestic 
market’s supply/demand 
condition.

USDA raises projection 
for U.S. wheat exports 


USDA recently raised its 
projections for 1081-82 
U.S. grain exports to a 
record 1.9 billion bushels 
for wheat and 2.5 billion for 
com. 

In a supply/demand 
report, USDA estimated 
1981-82 U.S. wheat ending 
stocks at 986 million 
bushels, down from the 
September estimate of 
1.036 billion. Corn 1981-82 
ending stocks, however, 
were estimated slightly 
higher than in September, 
at 1.503 billion bushels, 
USDA told CNS. 

In general, there were 
relatively few changes from 
a month ago in the overall 
1981-82 world grain 
outlook, said Dawson 
Ahalt, deputy USDA 
secretary for economics. 
The record U.S. wheat ex¬ 
port estimate reflects 
greater Soviet Import pro¬ 
jections and a slight reduc¬ 


tion in projected 
Australian and European 
Economic Community ex¬ 
ports, he said. 

Ahalt said it has been 
calculated the USSR 
already has "locked up” 
first half 1981 grain pur- 
chases of 20 million bonB, 
and there are indications of 
USSR buying pattern 
"would probably do better 
in the second half of the 
year.” 

On Soviet import 
capability, Ahalt said the 
recent 43-million ton grain 
import estimate did not in¬ 
clude about 2 to 2.5 million 
tons of protein Import 
capability, such as soymeal 
or other processed feed in¬ 
gredients. It also did not in¬ 
dude wheat flour or meat, 
he said. 

Ahalt said he did not 
believe the USSR had pur¬ 
chased any U.S. meat In 
1981.

try will evolvo as stores 
strive to be more efficient. 
He predicts larger, one- 
stop-shopping centers will 
be predominant in coming 
years. 

In comments relating to 
Safeway's “Quality Beef” 
promotion, Price noted 
Safeway consumer studies 
concluded that many shop¬ 
pers don't understand 
USDA beef grades; that 
price is a key factor; and 
that consumers like bone¬ 
less, waste-free cuts. “35% 
of our beef tonnage is 
ground beef,” he said, 
citing evidence of that find¬ 
ing. 

Safeway is generally 
satisfied with the results of 
its beef marketing plan, ho 
added, but ungraded beef is 
“difficult” to handle with 
suppliers and makes con¬ 
sistency on the shelf elu¬ 
sive. “We did consolidate 
our beef buying into one 
central office.” Price said 
this will help alleviate pro¬ 
blems for both buyer and 
seller. 

During the question and 
answer period, Price said 
the proposed grade change 
would probably "cost us 
more In the long run" If 
Safeway opted to continue 
their Quality beef program. 
"However," he said, “I 
don't think you'll see us 
marketing beef as we did in 
the past. We will probably 
stay with a house brand, 
even if the grades change.” 

Bob Lundgren, manager 
of McGregor Feedlot, 
Moses Lake, Wash., said, 
“My consumer Is the pack- 
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ing house and that's who I 
have to supply." 

Lundgren feels ranchers 
should strive to produce a 
fast growing steer that 
gains 3 lb. a day, will weigh 
1200 lb. on market day 
with a 700 to 800 lb. car¬ 
cass and will grade predom¬ 
inantly YG 2 with some 3s. 
"That kind of animal is 
achievable through selec¬ 
tive breeding.” 

"The name of the game is 
performance," said cow/ 
calf producer Dick Coon of 
Washtuncna, Wash. "We 
need to utilize the tools 
available to us...herd per¬ 
formance records, perfor¬ 
mance tested bulls, cross¬ 
bred cattle, 45 day breed¬ 
ing, intensive manage¬ 
ment, computers...” 

"I'm convinced that our 
industry for years has been 
penny wise and pound fool¬ 
ish. It's about time wa got 
our act together to promote 
our product. One dollar per 
head would be a mere pit¬ 
tance to promote beef,” 


said Price adding that the 
industry “sponds too much 
time promoting our cattle 
among ourselves." 

Elanco Cattle Products 
Manager Monte Hemen- 
over, Indianapolis, Ind. 
said, "You have to have a 
plan in order to market a 
product." In response to a 
question by National Cat¬ 
tlemen's Assn. President 
Bill Swan, Hemenover aaid 
he does not feel the beef in¬ 
dustry is ready to begin an 
extensive ad campaign. He 
urged the industry to con¬ 
duct consumer studies and 
to target their efforts and 
measure the results of that 
test before launching a 
campaign such as the Beef 
Industry Council is consid¬ 
ering. 

Hemenover feels beef 
must be priced competi¬ 
tively through improved 
production, slaughtering 
and marketing techniques. 
He also feels the Industry 
should develop a new pro¬ 
duct to be positioned be¬ 


tween ground beef and in¬ 
termediate cuts. “This pro¬ 
duct should bo priced in the 
$2.55 to $2.75 range as a 
direct competitor to bone¬ 
less breast of chicken." 

The Idaho CowBelles 
heard from American Na¬ 
tional CowBcUe President 
Ann Woolley during their 
annual business meeting. 
Woolley outlined key pro¬ 
grams of the ANCB citing 
the beef cook-off as the 
greatest prorational tool 
the industry has. Western 
Lines toe A Journal/Weekly 
Managing Editor Carolyn 
Hurst addressed the group 
on “The Art of Communi¬ 
cation.”

Farm loan quality may deteriorate, survey says

, funds available, the quality 

of U S. agricultural loans is 
expected to deteriorate for 
the third consecutive year 
in 1982, o survey of more 
than 1,600 agricultural 
banks show. 

Low farm prices, 
resulting in reduced net in¬ 
come, is the main reason 
the quality of loans will 
drop this year and next, ac¬ 
cording to the survey by 
tho American flankers 
Assn. Agricultural Divi¬ 
sion. 

For 1981, indexes for 
loan renewals, refinancing, 
deliquencies nnd losses in¬ 
creased wtiiie tho index of 
repayment rates declined, 
the survey said, reports 
(•NS. 

One reason for the ample 
funds is the sluggish de¬ 
mand for credit, n result of 
poor not income for fanners 
and continued high Interest 
rates. 

The high cost of borrow¬ 
ed money has ndriud 
significantly to cliinlying 
crop production costs in 
tho past year, said E.J. 
Ijeahy, president of North¬ 
western State Bank of 
Orange City in Orange Ci¬ 
ty, Iowa, at a seminar. He 
said the total interest cost 
to agriculture in 1981 has 
been estimated at $10 
billion. 

In Ohio, farmors pro¬ 
bably will need a con¬ 
siderable increase In credit

Meat inspectors oppose! 
USDA swine inspection ■ 


Developing countries 
have the primary responsi¬ 
bility for increasing their 
food production capability, 
and greater self-reliance in 
this area will help create 
improvements in econo¬ 
mies and living standards, 
Richard Lyng, U.S. deputy 
agriculture secretary said 
recently. 

Lyng, speaking on behalf 
of Agriculture Secretary 
John Block at the 21st ses¬ 
sion of the Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organization in 
Rome, said world food se¬ 
curity will improve as in¬ 


dividual nations set aside 
reserve stocks to help cush¬ 
ion periodic downturns in 
food production. 

Efforts at international 
agreements on world food 
security are unrealistic un¬ 
til national reserve pro¬ 
grams are In place, Lyng 
said, reports CNS. 

In the mean time, Lynd 
aald the U.S. will continue 
to share Its agricultural re¬ 
search and production tech¬ 
nology benefits with low- 
and middle-income coun¬ 
tries and support efforts to 
reduce trade barriers. 


USDA meat inspectors 
and the union that repre¬ 
sents them ore critical of 
new swine inspection stan¬ 
dards recently imple¬ 
mented by USDA on an in¬ 
terim basis. 

In comments to USDA, 
several inspectors said the 
new procedures could 
substantially compromise 
the safety of pork and pork 
products and would sub¬ 
ject federal meat inspec¬ 
tors to increased job- 
related stress. Some said 
the new procedures will 
make it difficult for them 
to detect carcass defects, 
reports CNS. 

The National Joint Coun¬ 
cil of Food Inspection 
Locals, a food inspectors 
union, accused USDA of 
tailoring the new pro¬ 
cedures to fit budgetary 
constraints to the detri¬ 
ment of consumers and in¬ 
spectors. 

According to USDA, im¬ 
plementation of the new 
procedures will allow 
USDA to shift 110 qf its in¬ 


spectors from carcass in- i 
spection to other functions : 
where manpower is more j 
needed. In plants where the 
new procedures are used, 
three inspectors will be 
able to Inspect up to 506 
hogs per hour, compared to 
the present 337 hogs pa 
hour, USDA says. 

Under the new proced¬ 
ures, USDA inspectors use 
mirrors that allow them to * 
view all sides of a hog car¬ 
cass without turning It, i 
thus saving time and mo- ) 
tion. |- 

USDA received 18 com- i 
ments on the new pro- \ 
cedures, most In oppod- t 
tion. However, the pro- . 
cedures were generally sup¬ 
ported by the National 
Association of Federal l 
Veterinarians and by two ■ 
meat packing firms.

Agricultural credit survey declares 
ample funds, loan quality decline

Retail food costs 
to rise 9% in '82 

U.S. retail food prices 
will rise 5 to 9% in 1982, 
USDA predicted recently. 

The impetus for higher 
food prices will come from 
food marketing costs, not 
farm prices, which make up 
an average of one-third of 
food costs, the department 
said. 

The latest food price esti¬ 
mate, issued at the be¬ 
ginning of the 68th Annual 
Agricultural Outlook Con¬ 
ference, was somewhat 
lower than previous predic¬ 
tion that prices would rise 
7% to 10% next year. 


The availability of 
loanable funds at agri¬ 
cultural banks increased 
for the second consecutive 
year despite reported 
declines in the overall 
quality of bank farm loan 
port-folios for the second 
year in a row. 

Agricultural bankers, 
responding to an agricul¬ 
tural credit survey con¬ 
ducted by the American 
Bankers Assn. (ABA), In¬ 
dicate that loan renewals, 
refinancings, delinquencies 
and losses all increased 
during the year, but the 
majority of bankers noted 
that the quality of their 
farm loans was better than 
the overaU quality of their 
general business loons. 

While twice sb many 
agricultural bankers report 
declines rather than In¬ 
creases In the quality of 
their farm loan portfolio, 
most agreed that low farm 
pricos and net Incomes 
have caused the overall 
quality of farm loans to 
deteriorate to the levels 
reached in 1974 and 1976. 

However, bankers report 
they discontinued less than 
8% of their farm borrowers 
between mid-1980 and 
mid-1981. This is not great¬ 
ly different than the 4 to 
6% they reported disconti¬ 
nuing in the previous year. 

Over 700 agricultural 


bankers responding to the 
comprehensive survey con¬ 
ducted by the ABA Agri¬ 
cultural Bankers Division 
indicate that it has been a 
task adjusting to changing 
economic conditions, new 
regulations and financial 
instruments, high Interest 
rates, and a farm economy 
characterized by eroding 
economic prospects. 

Highlights of the ABA 
mid-1981 survey, released 
here at the ABA Agricul¬ 
tural Bankers Conference, 
Indicate that more than 
half of the responding 
bankers report that they 
are seeking new farm loan 
accounts. 

Other highlights of the 
survey indicate tho follow¬ 
ing: 

• Interest rates on non- 
real estate farm loans rose 
3.0 percentage points to 
18.1%. 

• Agricultural bankers 
want more flexibility to ad¬ 
just Interest rates. 

• Demand for bank credit 
continued to be sluggish 
but is expected to rise 
modestly in the year end¬ 
ing mid-1982. 

• Agricultural bankers 
expect the farm loan quali¬ 
ty problem to carry well In¬ 
to 1982. 

• In attempting to* pro¬ 
vide adequate funds for 
their loan customers,

As expected, beef pro¬ 
duction will be somewhat 
smaller than it was in the 
third quarter, but pork out¬ 
put will be larger. And 
poultry production remains 
very large. 

“Partly because of the 
large meat supplies, cattle 
and wholesale beef prices 
decreased by about 10% in 
a five-week period," Swan 
said. "Currently cattle 
prices are well below the 


averages projected for this 
quarter. 

"NCA's monthly survey 
of retail beef prices showed 
that the average price of 
five selected cuts on Oct. 8 
was down $0.06 per lb. 
from Sept. 10. Since that 
time, there have been fur¬ 
ther decreases in wholesale 
prices." 

It appears that beef sup¬ 
plies will remain ample in 
coming weeks. Swan said. 
A recent USDA report 
showed that total numbers 
of cattle in feedlot9 are 
down from a year earlier- 
indicating smaller beef sup¬ 
plies at times in the fu¬ 
ture—but numbers avail¬ 
able for marketing now are 
very ample.

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Latin America, East Europe, China 
markets for U.S. feed grain exports 


Latin America, Eastern 
Europe and Chinn will bn 
the faatcat growing mar¬ 
kets for U.S. feed grain ex¬ 
ports in the next 6 years, 
based on per capita pur¬ 
chasing potential, accord¬ 
ing to Darwin Stolte, presi¬ 
dent of the U.S. Feed 
Grains CounclL 

The U.S. Feed Grains 
Council'Will put marketing 
emphasis on those coun¬ 
tries, where populations 
- are demanding better diets, 
to stimulate shorter-term 
markets with quicker 
returns and to relieve cur 
rent largo U.S. feed grain 
supplies, Stolte told CNS. 

By 1985 China could im¬ 
port 5 million tons of U.S. 
feed grains per year, Stolte 
said, speaking before tho 
82nd annual Iowa Grain 
and Food Assn, conven¬ 
tion. 

With China’s population 
estimated at moro than 1 
billion, if poultry consump¬ 
tion Increased by 2 lb. per 
person a year, foed grain 
need would increase by 100 
million bushels per yeur, 
Stolte sold. 

However, China will have 
to increase its industriali¬ 
zation and make use of its 
cheap labor force to create 
hard currency purchasing 
power, 

Latin American coun¬ 
tries that were previously 
U.S. competitors are 
importing feed grains to 
keep pace with growing 
consumption needs, Stolte 


said. 

Mexico, & former ex¬ 
porter. could become the 
No. 2 niarkot for U.S. feed 
grains, soybeans and 
wheat. That country is ex¬ 
pected to import 12 to 15 
million tons per year of 
U.S. feed grains in the next 
5 to 10 years, according to 
Stolte. Last year Mexico 
bought about 7 million tons 
of U.S. com and sorghum. 

However, Mexico must 
solve problems related to 
insufficient port facilities, 
storage facilities and trans¬ 
portation, especially rail¬ 
road. 

Also, Mexico needs to in¬ 
crease its feed-making 
ability to reach potential ef¬ 
ficiency in its livestock in¬ 
dustry. The government 
must also deal with reper¬ 
cussions from importing 
grain, when Moxico used to 
enjoy self-sufficiency, he 
said. 

Brasil moat, milk and 
egg consumption will con- 
tine to increase despite its 
taxes and inflation rate, 
Stolte eaid. In the next 5 
years Brazil could import 2 
to 3 million tons of U.S. 
com per year to keep up 
with consumption, com¬ 
pared with 1 to 2 million 
tons of com imported now. 

Venezuela could provide 
a potential 1.5-million-ton 
feed grain market in the 
next 2 to 9 years, compared' 
with. 500,000 tons now, 
Stolte said. 

Venezuela is shifting to a 


free market system which 
will allow it to expand its 
grain infrastructure by 
building feed mills and 
storage facilities and by in¬ 
creasing transportation 
without the pressure of 
government-controlled 
prices. Also, oil revenues 
should increase Vene¬ 
zuela’s purchasing poten¬ 
tial. 

U.S. feed grain exports to 
Eastern Europe, Including 
East Germany, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, Bulgaria, Romania, 
Hungary and Poland, could 
double In the next 5 years 
provided political situa¬ 
tions stabilize and ap¬ 
propriate credit arrange¬ 
ments can be made, Stolte 
said. Those countries now 
comprise a 6-to 8-million 
ton market for the U.S. 
feed grains. 

In 5 to 10 years the U.S. 
could return to its status as 
primary grain supplier to 
the USSR if a new long¬ 
term grains agreement is 
established. ThiB could 
mean potential U.S. feed 
grain Bales of 20 to 25 
million tons per year. 

However, the grains em¬ 
bargo against the USSR by 
the U.8. forced the USSR 
to realign supplies through 
the southern hemisphere, 
Stolte said. Argentina will 
therefore be a major com¬ 
petitor for the USSR feed 
grains market during the 
next 5 years.

University of Wyoming 
microbiologists have in¬ 
itiated new experimental 
procedures which may help 
develop methods to pre¬ 
vent polioencephalo- 
malacia, the most serious 
known nervous disease of 
cattle and aheap. 

Dan* Caldwell, UW pro¬ 
fessor of microbiology and 
veterinary medicine, and 
Thomas Haven, graduate 
student from Casper, are 
taking a new approach to 
understanding the causes 
of the disease, which 
destroys brain tissue and 
can result in blindness, loss 
of motor control, stupor, 
coma, and death, Caldwell 
said the disease costa 
livestock producers 
millions of dollars each 
year. . ( 

He said the disease was 
first discovered at Col¬ 
orado State University in 
1968 by Rue Jensen, cur¬ 
rently a pathologist at the 
UW State Veterinary Lab¬ 
oratory In Laramie. 
According to Caldwell, the 
disease results from a defi¬ 
ciency in the B vitamin, 
thiamine. Moat researchers 
feel this deficiency ie caus¬ 
ed by bacteria which pro¬ 
duce thiaminase, an en¬ 
zyme found In the rumen of 
dleeased animals which 
destroys thiamine. 

Caldwell said previous 
research, to isolate bacteria 
-which produce thiaminase 
has been conducted under 
very selective conditions. 
He said the previously 
isolated bacteria are not 
normally found in the 
rumen during polloence- 
phalomolacia. 

Caldwell and Haven 
. believe the disease is more 
likely a result of changes In 
bacteria which normally oc¬ 


cur in the rumen. They are 
taking a new approach and 
are isolating bacteria non- 
selectively to determine if 
the thiamine in the rumen 
of diseased animals is 
degraded by the resident 
rumen bacteria. So far, 
Caldwell says 76-100% of 
the bacteria found in 
rumen contents of diseased 
animals have been shown 
to be capable of thiamine 
distinction. 

"We know we were on to 
something when we deter¬ 
mined that such a high 
percentage of the resident 
rumen bacteria destroyed 
thiamine/’ Caldwell said. 

Haven and Caldwell are 
now Isolating bacteria from 
the rumen contents of 
healthy animals to deter¬ 
mine If they also destroy 
thiamine. Caldwell predicts 
that thiamine destruction 
will not occur to major ex¬ 
tent under these cir¬ 
cumstances,- since normal 
animals do not suffer from 
thiamine deficiency. 

"If we are correct in this 
assumption, there is reason 
to believe the disease is 
definitely a result of 
changes in the bacteria 
which are normally found 
in the rumen,” Caldwell 
said. "We hope to obtain a 
grant to study experimen¬ 
tally the conditions which 
lead to these changes. If we 
can understand factors 
which are conducive to the 
bacterial changes, we may 
be able to develop methods 
to control those factors and 
thua prevent the disease 
from occuring.”
